Built, vi<. Jeſnus'Chriſt the Rock of Ages, and 
£9. introduce a Babiloniſh Confuſion, by in- 
cOxianing datithe Heads and Hearts of Pe2- 
Pte, 11 or -dcT-t>be ray them from the 1timpli- 
city of Sie Goipel; $9 certeinly, hath rhis 
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Whorilh Spirit appeared in theſe our Days, 
(to the further fulfilling thereof ) in many 
Cifferent ſhapes, that (it poſlible ) by the de- 
ceivableneſs of unrightcouſneſs, ſhe. might de- 
ceive the very Elett, One while aQting in Op- 
poſers from without, not only by outragious 
Violence, but alſo by wicked Calumnies, like 
the Dragon, mentioned Rev. 12. 15. Caſting 
out Waters like a Flood, At other times ſtirring 
vp from within themſelves , ſome who once 
received like precizus Fauth with them, but 
b:ing gone from their Firlt Love, and ſo grow- 
ing weary of well-doing, have turned their 
Backs upon the Way of God; and now puſh 
with the Horn, and kick with the Heel, a- 
gainſt thoſe who abide faithful.

F. in the Battel 
he 1s now Ingaged in : Which ſhews that T.C.

who formerly clamoured fo loud againſt 
Friends, as being degenerated from what they

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were in the beginning, ( in that they were (as 
he alledged) gone too much 'from the inward

© Prieſts and Rulers ofthe Quakers, of deny- 
© ing t1-t Jeſus is the Chritft, aid that the: e- 
© inthe Spin of Antichrilt hath ſhown it ſelf 
*throvzh them, 2nd to prove it, tells us of 
FF, Bingley? s hincring G. £K. from preach- 
© ing,. Ir terrupting him 3 and when he had 
© lone ſpcatins himfeli, bicding the People 
* paſs away, &c, which he brings aS$ an A'gu- 
© ment-of W. B's Entity againſt the preaching 
© the Faith in the Man our Lord Jeſns Chriſt: 
Bur what if Hf, B, had ano tifer Reaſn fcr it, 
v here will his Inference be then ? Tam aptto 
think it procecded N70" E from his d1fiike tothe 
Prezcher, than to the Dory: epreached : And 
why C(Iprey ) m:% we be i2:ced to receive a 
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Teſtimony, if true, for that reaſon only, from 
a Perſon we have juſt r.aſon to except againſt ? 
Since our Lord, while on Eatth, rejected the 
Teſtimony of the Devil, though true, ana bade 
bim hold kis peace, Luke 4.34, 35. He pro- 
ceeds to tells us, © that atbers have Cone worſe 
by him ſince; what worſe then fay, Ae i mad, 
© why hear ye him ? I ſuppoſe they did not take 
ap jtones to caſt at him, as the Jews ſerved 
Chriſt, John 10. 31. © Eut they have thereby 
i ſays he ) proved their Epirit, not to be the 
©ſameas the Apoſtle Paws was ; for although 
© ſome preached Chrilt out of Envy to him, y<r 
© becauſe Chrilt was preached, he rcjoiced : 

Well, what though the Apoſtle Cid fo rejoice, * 
that Chriſt was preachcd, though in ſome, En- 
vy was the Motive thereto, that thereby tte 
Knowledge of the Goſ; cl might bc more Uni- 
verſally ſpread, whilethe greateſt part of the 
Xorld was ignorant of the very Hiltory of 
Chriſt, as in relation to bis Death, Sufferi: gs, 
Reſurrection and Alcenſion, &c, Yet tie 
ſame Apoſtle ſpeaking of what ſort of Men 
ſhould riſe up in the laſt Days, leaveth us: a di- 
r<Ction how to behave our ſelves towards them, 
he tells us, 2 1", 3. That in the laſt d.ys pe- 
"ilens times ſhou!d come , for men ſho:ld te ( a- 
wongſt other things which he there enume- 
rates ) Lovers of their wn ſelves, Boaſters, falſe 
Accuſers, Fierce, Deſpiſers of thoſe that are 60d, 
Heady, Figh-minaed, waving the Form of Go04- 
, ixe/s, but denyirg the Power thereof . From ſuch 
{ i275 he ) turn azay. Now 1 hope T.C. will 
| p ; reauily 
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readily grant, that the Age wherein we live, 


ought to be reckoned amongſt the 'laſt Days, 
therefore if YY. B. by frequent Experience, as 
well as credible Information, had ground to 
believe G, X. one of thoſe ſort of Men, where- 
in 6id hc amiſs? And if the Meeting were of 
the ſame Opinion, ( which had they not been, 
| ſuppoſe they would hardly have broke up for 
his ſaying, Paſs away Friends ) wherein could 
they have better demonſtrzted their Obedience 
tothe Apoſtles Exhortation ? Or wherein have 
they deviated from the Rule the Apoltle gave 
them to walk by in ſuch a C:ſe? Though truly 
it is a queſtion to me (I muſt confeſs ) whe- 
ther G, K. deſerve the Character, of having 
the Form of Godlineſs: I know many are ſa- 
tished he hath not the Power of Godlineſs, 
perhaps ſome of his Hearers at Harp-lane. 


Hz tells his Reader, © They Preach this, 
*and they Print the other, but doth not Name 
who Preached, nor who Printed ;.a Man may 
ſuppoſe hy his Method of Writing, that every 
Individual Perfon of his ſo called Chief Prieft's 
ara Rulers teforc-named, have both Preached 
ard Priztcd what he there offers ; for he is not 
{o kind as to Name «citier Perſons or Books, 
which ſhews him an apt Scholar under his new 
Maiter, viz. his highly applauded Reſtorer of 
found DoQrineG. X. for he 12s exaQtly learnt 
his Method, of impoſing his ſay fo upon h's 
Reader, without affording him Opportunities 
of examining the Quotations, by telling him 
where 
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where he may find them, which fault I have 
to object againſt him, not only in this place, 
but alſo in other parts of his Paper, as [ ſhall 
have occaſion to remark by and by. But pray 
where is the Hereſie in aſſerting, © That the Fews 
never {aw the Worlz?*s Saviour t£ Was he not God 
2$ well as Man? Had the Godhead no ſhare in 
mans Salvation, but the Manhood only ?' Or 
was the Name Saviourmore eminently appro- 
priated to the Manhood ? If the Jews had ſeen 
him to be what he was (viz. the-Saviour of the 
World) had they Crucified the Lord of Life and 
Glory, 1 Cor. 5, 8 ? No ſurely; for though 
they with their outward Eyes ſaw the Man Jeſus 
and his? Miracles too, yet the Eyes of their 
minds were blinded, fo as they could not ſee 
tne life that dwe't in kim (but denied it, which 
was reveal:d to the true believers, and which 
Toi teſtified they ſaw, 1 John 1. 2, and Cons 
ſequently d1d not ſee him to be the world's Sa- 
viour. Ard as to his a flirming, ©* That the 
* Quakers diſtinguiſh the Lord Jeſus from 
*Chriſt; and mean ſomething in him, and the 
©Light in every Man, tis his own fa''e con- 
ſtruftion, for they do allert, That Jeſus of 
Nazareth, who was both God and Man, 
was and is the Light of the World, and that 
the rays or beams of Light, which proceed 
from him the Sun of Righteouſneſs, ſhine 1n=- 
to the Kearts of all Mankind,and that Chriſt 
and his Light are not divided, bat what hs 
did outwardly in the Fleſh, and what he doth 
inwardly in Spirit in the inward parts of the

rue bclievers, is the efficient cauſe of their Sal- 
vation, and he, whole Chriſt undivided, is 
the hope of their Giory.

2h! T. C. wants afl;ng at Te Saints, Cc. 
Communion, &c. and rather then he*'l-want it 
long, he'l &ne quote 1 Fer. 1. 8. in oppoli- 
tion tO whar the Author cf the ſaid Eook al- 
ſerts from 1 ]:h-1. 1. But for ail T. C, aud 
whatever he can'do or ſay, they are ſtill at a- 
ercement with each other, aid ihe Quakers 
with them both, and fo are like to continuz, 
when 7. C. and his abettors; v:z. the wioic 
Gang of Apoſtatized Oppoiers may be gonz 
to their place. And the Foundation whereon 
they build, and they fix'r and eſtabliſhed 
theteon, Will ſtand all the Storms, which ei- 
ther Satterimg Rams dy lies and Janders,

or The P3inted Harlot (either maskt of 
Unmnaskt) by ber bewitching Sorceries may 
be permitted to raiſe. Yea, thovgh the Warch- 
men (of the Night) whom he would awake ont

Well, though he affirms the Quaker: to Le 
erroneous, it ſcems he was fo himſelf once, if 
we may take his own confeſſion ſor true, and 
cid not fo fully ſee the danger thereof, 
till convinced by G.. K's ({ ſuppoſe) effeAual 
preaching (though perhaps F. B's elaborate 
writings mizht have a ſhare in opening H15 
epes) then now it ſezms he 1s got upon the

Printed {Janders, as wuch as in them lyes, they 
gElive away the cauſe, and grant what the 
moſt malicions Antagoniits could never yet 
prove, which corld they have done, they 
would not have leit ſo long undone : But to 
proceed. 

In page ſecond, amongſt divers groſs re- 
fletions and vile flanders (with which his 
Pamphlet Coth fo abound, that jr would be 
endleſs to trace him through them all) and as 
it were interwoven therewith, he gives us a 
kind of confeſſion of Faith, but ſo worded, as 
if he thereby meant, to cxalt the humanity 
of Chriſt above the Divinity, and plainly un- 
dervalues the Light in every Man, much like 
the old Profeſiours, end truly puts fo mean a 
Price on 1t, as to its ſufficiency, as leis coul1 
not well be,unlefſs he had added their thread- 
bare Epithcts of Natural and Diabolical. He 
fays, * And whatſoever my lot may be from 
*you, Iam ſatisfied, greater 15 he in whom I >c- 
*lieve and traſt, even the ſame jeſis of Naas 
*rcth, Whom you term Yefſtl, Garmen:, &c. tinen 
f tne Light in every Man in the World. And 
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* a little lower, for my truſt and hope is in the 
© mercy of God, for the ſake of my Lord Jeſus 
© of Nazareih (without me) and his Obedience, 
© and Sufferings, &c. Now pray Obſerve, he 
eſteems the Boay, which the Father prepared for 
the Son, wherein ro do the Fathers will, Hb. 
10, 5. 7. greater than the word, which was wn 
the beciuning with God, and was Goa, John, 1. 1. 
In whom was Life, and the Life was the Light of 
en. N.4. and who was the true Light which 
Lighiteth every Man that cometh into the world,v.g. 
But to make this the more clear : Pray what was 
that, (which they term Yeſſe!, Garment, &Cc. 
* On whom only T. C. fixes his Faith, and 1e- 
lies en for Salvation ? My Father I. P, at whom 
T. C. deſigns this fiurt, ſays Part 2. p- 19. of 
the Colletion of his works. Now the Scriptures 
do expreſly dijtinouiſh between Chriſt ana the gar- 
ment wiichhe more; between him that came, and 
the Body in which he came ;, between the ſubſtance 
Thich was vailed, and the vail which vail:d it. Lo 
I come ! a Body haſt thou prepared me. There is 
plainly he, and the Bedy in which he came, There 
was the cutward Veſſel, and the inward Life, This 
me certainly know, and can never call the bodily 
G ment Chriſt, but that which appeared and 
dwelt in the Body. Now if ye indeed know the 
Chriſt of God, tell us plainly what that 1s which 
eppemed 1n the Boay ? Whether that was not the 
Chriſt, before it rock i:p the Body, after it took up 
the Budy, and for ever ! Whereby it appears to 
me that it is cn the outward Man of Chriſt, 
vithout reſpect to that which dpeir 7hercn,Col, 
2.19, 
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2. 19, Which my Father here terms Feſſel Gar- 
ment, &c. which T, C. relies on for Salvation- 
If that be not his lentimezits, let bim lay his 
mitters more clotely together another time, 
and nor let his malice carry him fo far into an 
extream on that hand, whilſt he is labouring 
to prove thoſe he quarrels with, guilty of an 
extream On the other hand, He proceeds, 
© am not aſh2med of this my belief, and hop 
©;n him whom yecontern. Truly if he were 
not quite ſhameleſs, he meght be aſhamed, that 
he who hath been ahearcr of the Quakers a- 
bove Thirty years, ſhovld now dare to fav, 
that they contemn Jein; Chriſt, whom he can'c 
but have heard frequently preached amongit

£nd the dead: Therefore he is the more in- 
exuſable, in that he cannot plead iznorarce, ſo l 
ſhall Charge it upon him as a wilful Error and 
_ avery vile and nzols one roo; | muſt 
eds ſay,he dont go about to Cloabg it; ſo &as 
barefact ſlander, I return it back upon him, to 
ſze whether or no it will yet make him bluſh, 
But now h1s hand is 1n, he fcribbles on, and 
tumbles them our thick and threefold, as munch 
without fear as wit, ſays Þc, P- ibid *You 
* preich a Chriſt Crucifhed in k;m, Fe. Bur 
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the Author of this Doftrine being nameleſs, 
{ ſuppoſe he has forgot who it was, and truly 1 
cannot blame him for forgetting, what ( I be- 
lieve) never had any other Foundation then 
meer imagination. Next comes ſomething ir 
P:int,there I'le believe him,for I read it in a Pa- 
per ſubſcribed T. C. but where elſe to find it, 1 
can't te:1 for my part, therefore ſince he hat 
not youchafed to inſtruft me in that point, I 
ſhall (for all his Capital letter” d remarks) 
take no farther notice of it at preſent, only, 
that there are ſo many Scratches, one at the 
end of almoſt every ſentence, that I queſtion, 
not but he has ſeverly mangled that quotation, 
and that openly appezrs, without any Adiſtery, 
to be no part of 4 geod Chriſtian. 

Page 3. He ſmouths over F. B's Mock Pil- 
lory, ani ſpeaks (I doubt not) more then he 
isable to prove, as in reiation to the proſecu- 
tion of F, B. if by they he means the Quakers :

not ſay George Fox. But of this enough, and 
full enough to ſhew his corrupt Dealings, in a- 
buling a Min who is dead, and ſo not able to 
anſ-er for himſelf; but Malice unbounded, 
will 1a:e into the Graves of the Dcad, if poſ-. 
ſible, to make the OQbjeRts of their hatred ſtink 
in the Noltrils ofthe Living ; but when all is 
dore, they for the moſt part make themſelves 
{tink alive, when the Memory of good Men, 
though they have been never ſo much ſcanda- 
lized, 1s asthe Odour of ſweet Ointment, and 
the £0-d ſavour, which the remembrance of 
their Virtu:s, hath lefr upon the Spirits of 
thoſe who ſurvive, Embalms their Names to 
Foltcrity. 

So havinz:( I hope ) cleared this Point to 
the Imparti-1] Rea er, I ſhail ext take a view 
of a Scuff he puts upon the Quak.rs, for © pro- 
< fe(ling abeing guided by.an Infallible Spirit, 
© for which he quotes ;p. 105. which whole 
Paragraph hath. relation to the Infallibility of 
the Spirit of God, which ſaith G. F. 8s now 
por fled and maneed amore jt. thoſe called Qua- 

kers 
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kers, Now, <ither the Spirit of Gcd is a fal- 
lible Spirit, Which let him aflert if he dare, Cr 
*tis not communicated to Mankind, contrary 
to 1 Cor. 12. 7. and Foel 2. 28, 29. or Nis nOt 
neceſſary towards making a Mana Chriſtian, 
contrary to Kom. 8. 9, or ele T. C's Cavil is 
yroundleſs. And asto what he mentions con- 
ccrning Peter and Simon Magw, 1 wont under- 
take to retolve his Doubt, but I queſtion not 
at all Peter's knowing by the Revelation of the 
Infallible Spirit of God, and by no outward 
Means, that Aranias and Sapphira had Lied 4- 
gain ſt the Holy Ghoſt in that Caſe, As 5. and 
that was 1636. Years ag0, initead of his 36, 
ang for all that it is not lolt yer. For I will 
undertaketo prove (if 7. C. be fo far dege- 
nerated from the very form of ſound words, 
as to deny it) that the Infallible Spirit of 
Chriſt; is now poſſefed and witneſſed amongſt 
all rrue Chriſtians whatſoever : For if they 
have it not, the Apoſtle tells us, they are none 
of Chriſt*s, and if not Chriſt*s, then no true 
Chriſtians.

was far from meaning,'that Chriſt ſtood in nezd 
of SzIvation ; for between the word purittes, 
and this Seed, inſtead of T. C*s ſcratch, G. F. 
hath this Expreſſion, Ard heriby 15 the Creatrre 
come to know its libcrty among the Sans of God ; 
which plainly cuts off T. C*s Cavil, if he had 


' but had the Honeſty to have inſerted it: And

J. BP.) that will but ſerve for an objection againſt 
G. F. in particular, or the, Quakers in gene- 
ral. And as for Epiſcopacy, he hath taken a 
large ſtep ſince he lefc the Quakers, if ke be 
got to themagainz however they will have bur 
little honour by ſach a Member, .nor are we in 
danger of fellowing ſuch an, example. Now

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have this to remark, that the method of his

Promiſes, that by theſe you might be Partakers 
of the Divine Nature ) even Partakers of God*s 
Holineſs, Heb- 12.10. (For they verily cha- 
ſtened us after their own Pleaſure, but he for 
our Profic, that we might be partakers of his 
Holineſs ) Chriſt 15 not aſhamed tocall them Bre- 
thren, Heb. 2-11. (For both he that ſanfti- 
fieth, and they whoare ſanctified, are all of 
one; for which cauſe he is not aſhamed to call 
them Brethren ) nor is the Apoſtle aſhamed to give 
them tbe Name Chriſt together with him, 1 Cor. 
12.12, ( For as the Body is one, and hath 
many Members, and all the Members of that 
one Body, being many, are one Body ; fo al- 
ſo :s Chriſt ) The Body ts the ſame with the Head 
one and the ſame in Nature; and doth not the 
Name belong to the Nature jn the whole? So that 
the Name 1s not given to the Veſſel, but to the Na- 
ture, to the heavenly Treaſure, to that which the 
Lord from Heaven begets in his own Image and 
Likeneſs, of bis own Subſtance, of his own Seed, 
of his own Spirit and pure Life, Thus far my Fa-

But fo far as every one is a Member 
of the Body, whereof Chriſt is Head, and of 
the Anointing, from whence the Name Chriſt 
is derived; ſo far have they a Tile to the 
Name Chriſt, or Anointed, as being Chriſted 
or Anoitited, begotten by. him the Incorrup't- 
ble Seed, ſanftified through his Blood, and 
thereby made Partakers of his Righteouſneſs, 
. are b:zcome one with him, his Brethren, Chil- 
dren of. the ſame Father, Hei»s of the ſame 
Glory, according to their Meaſures. Neither 
Coth this tend to the contemning of Chizft, 
for this Union doth not imply an equality, 
though the Members are all anointed with the 
ſam: Holy Oil as is Chriſt the Head, yet-he zs 
ari0ted with the Oil of Gladneſs above his Fellows, 
Heb. 1.9. The Scripture abounds in ſetting 
forth the Myſtical Union between Chriſt and 
his Church, as particularly Eph. 5. where the 
Apoſtle giving DircCtions, how Husbands and 
Wives- ought to demean themſelves towards 
each other, ſtirs them up to Murual ' Love, .by 
the Example of Chriſs Love to his Chureh, 
and comparing their near Alliance to cach 9- 
ther, by the Union of Chriſt with his Church, 


he ſaith, v. 30. We are Members of bis Body, of | 


his Fleſh, and of b1s Bones : Then certainly eve- 
ry Member is - pertaker of rtke ſame Life, the 
lame Blood,* the ſame Strength, the ſame Vir- 
tue, and the fame Snbſtaiice with the Head, 
wough not in the ſame degree; a lively Type 

|  Where- 
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whereof, . was the Ointment that was upon A2- 
ron's lieag, that wert down to the very shirts of 
his garment, Pal. 133.2. So that *twas the 
ſame Ointment ſtill , (though not in thar 
quantity.) wiich was upon-the Head, that ran 
down tothe very Skirts,. but the Head' was the 
place from whence this Cintment flowed un- 
tothe Inferior Parts. 

Now having taken notice of what paſſages 
in his Paper co me ſeemed moſt worthy of no-. 
tice, as deſerving to have a black Line drawn 
ovet them, anda Mark {ct en them, for the 
Scandals, Abuſes and Unfairneſs contained in 
them, (though | muſt needs confeſs, his whole 
Sheet from one end to the other, is little elſe 
bur one continued Slander ) I ſhall draw toa 
Conclukon ; ſolemnly declaring, That it is 
not Malice ( I can truly ſay) againſt the Man. 
that drew theſe Linzs from me, but Trouble 
to ſce his groſs Perverſtons of good Mens Wri- 
tings and Meanings, (and that I fear againit 
his own Knowledge) after this manner ; and 
the very worſt I wiſh to him, or thereſt con- 
cerned with him in this ill Work, 1s their Re- 
pentance : That their many hard Words and 
bitter Speeches againſt rhe Church of Chriſt in 
general, or any Member or Members thereof 
in particular, may not-be laid to their Charge; 
X the great Day of Judgment ; when not on- 
iy all Actions, bat the Secrets of all Hearts ſhal! 
be laid open, and a Ju Reward. rendred by 
Chriſt to every Man/accotding to his Doings. 
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Ince the writing of the above, I obſerved 
that at the cloſe of his Paper. T.C. re- 
Icrs to a former book of his, Entituled, Ani- 
madvirſions,, &c, whereupon I peruſed that 
Book, ( which I had never done before ) and 
Lhcrein found ſufficient cauſe for Animadverſi- 
ons upon his Animadverſions : However at 
preſent I ſhall take notice bur of two paſſages 
o! my Fathers which ſo affront him, that the 
occahon he takes to quarrel with them, takes 
up a con{iderable part of that Book ; and very 
angry he is with G.W. for writing any thing 
in Vindication of them ; but however though 
I ſhould incur his Diſpleaſure too, as a Duty 
1 owe to the Dead, I ſhall endeavour it, by 
taking notice of thoſe Paſſages, and comparing 
them with foie other in the ſame Book Expla- 
natory of them, in the mean time paſſibg over 
the R-fleCtions he caſts upon G. W, as know- 
ing him able to anſwer for himſelf, ( if not al- 
ready dore) provided he ſee Cauſe. 

The firſt is Part 2, p. 19, of my Father's 
Works; Which [ have quoted at large before, 
but ſhall now take notice of that part Which ſo 
much offends him, and which ( if we may be- 
lieve him ) © he never ſaw nor heard of before,

tilljuſt now he has a Mind to Cavil ati: may

(was intended to undervalue our Lord Jeſus 
© his Perſon, as Body and Soul living ; neither 
©are ſuch diſtintions in Scripture, ( as 1/, P. 
© makes) ſince Jeſus his Incarnation, but by 
©him made in order to his Contempt, &s. 
But for all T, C*s haſte, I hope before l leave 
this Subje&, to prove by Scripture, that the 
Body when mentioned diſtin from the Di. 
vinity, is not termed Chriſt, but his Bady 
both Dead and Living. When Dead it is in 
ſo many words called, The Body of F:ſws, John 
19, 38, And he himſelf calls ic a Temple, John 
2.19. Which v. 21. is explained to bz the Temes 
ple of his Body , which he, viz. Chriſt the 
Word, ( mentioned in the foregoing Chapter) 
would raiſe up in three days. And the Apoſtle 
Paul in his Epiſtle to the Coloſjan;, diltin- 
guiſhing between the Divinity and Humanity 
of Chriſt, ſays, v. 16. For by him were all things 
created that are in h:aven, &c. But 21, 22, 
And you that were ſometimes alienated, and Ene- 
mies jn your mind by wicked works, yet now hath he 
reconciled in the Body of his fleſh through Death, 
Now I would ask 7. C. Doth my Father deny

The ſecond paſſage is quoted by T. C. Ari- 
mad. p. 27. His quarrel 1s with an Expreſſion 
in the ſaid Book of my Fathers, which runs 
thus, p. 13. © For that which he took upon him 
* was our Garnent, even the Fleſh and Biood of 
© our Nature, which is of an earthly periſhing N ag. 
*rure, Now mark, he ſpeaks in the preſent 
Tenſe, Our Fl-ſh ard Blood is, and not in 
the time paſt, his Fleſh and Blood was of an 
ear:hly perihing Nature; *tis true, *twas our 
Garment, Fleſh and Blood like ours; or elfz 
how could he be perfe&t Man ? Bur the Sacri- 
fice of his Body, was ſo ſeaſoned with the Di- 
Vine Salt of the Covenant, (that though in Na- 
ture, Fleſh and Blood like onrs, yet being 
wirhout Sin) it*could not like ours, (the beſt 
of wh-m haveat ſome time or other committed 
Sin ) pcriſh, nor ſce corruption.

phraſes it, Anjmad. p, 28. I ſhall add twoor 
three Qro'ations out of the ſame Book, for a 
Conclaſon of the whole Matter.

Now if this be faiſe Doftrine, I muſt-needs 
confeis I know not what is true, neither ( I 
believe) can T.C. inform me, If this be a 
contemning or undervaluirg Chriſt, I know 
rot who honours cr exalts him. - Let T. C: 
bur P! 211 off thoſe Magnifying and Multiplying 
he 2 SPOOcEes 


beſides my ſelf, for medling with ſuch a kind 
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SpeQacles which G, XK. and F. B. have put 
upon his Noſe, an@1 queſtion not but the Er- 
fors which he thinks he ſees in the Quakers to 
be ſo numerous, groſs and vile will ſoon va- 
niſh. And let him lay afide all Malice and Pre- 
judice, which appears ſo much in his Wri- 
tings, and then he#ll ſee plainly, that the Qna- 
kers are nort ſuch Beaſts of Prey, as the 
Wolve-$skins and Bear-skins, which he hath 
put upon them, repreſents them, to be. Bur 
if he will wilfully ſhut his Eyes, and inſtead 
of beholding them as they really are , put 
frightful Diſguiſes on them, that if poſſible, 
he might expoſe them to be worried by the 
Dogs (viz. ſuch Men as are for ſnarling at, 
biting and devouring fo far as their Power 
reaches) 1 queſtion*not, but ſome or other 
will ſtill be ſtirred up to pull them off, as faſt 
as he puts them on, and likewiſe to {{t forth 
both him and his Abettors in their prope: Co- 
lours, whereby they may appear realty what 
they are, and ſo may be .prevented fr: m de- 
ceiving Innocent, Well-meaning People with 
their Slanders and Falſhoods. | 

Reader, I beſcech thee bear with me alittle, 
if in making a remarke or two vpon a friend of 
T. C*s, and a companion of his, in promoting 
the work of oppoſition againſt us, I ſhould de- 
tain thee alittle longer then I intended ; for 
truly I would not concern my ſelf with him, 
if I thought it worth any body's while that is 
of more Service; and think me not altogether 


of 
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of a Man. I confeſyſhe exceeds mevery eminent'y 
in 3 reſpe&s,viz. Age, Whiſies and Malice, & 
therefore thou muſt needs grart he hath me 
upon a diſadvantage. Yet thuugh I would 
reſpeCt his Age, I cannot but pity his Whzm- 
fies, and ſlight his Malice ; "tis John Pennyman 
I mean, a Man famous for three ci.ings, (the 
two firſt of which, though 1 cannot affirm up- 
on my own p:rſonal knowledge, they being 
done betore wy time, yet have them from cre» 
dible information ; and my (clf have heard 
them obj<&ed agaivſt him in publick Meetings, 
and not by him denyed) viz. Firſt, His em- 
ploying a Porter to carry a parcel of Relizicus 
Books, amongſt which the Bible is {:id to be 
one, to the Exchange, with adelign to burn 
them openly there: Which what noiſe it 
made about Town, and what refletions the 
Quakers met with upon that account, le heing 
eſteemed one of them, 1 doubt not bur divers 
now living,who are no Quakers, may remem- 
ber. Sccondly, His providing a great number 
of Veniſon-Paſlties (tne exa&t number where. 
of 1 will not certainly fix, though I was in- 
formed it was I wenty ſ:ven) and aconlidera- 
b:1 quantity of Wine, and ſending them to 
Merchant-T aylors- Hail, at the publication of his 
Marriage, (and by the way Iwoul Query, 
whether ]. P. did not uſe the expreſfion of in- 
_ viting Jew 4nd Geniile, Barbarian,Scyihian, Bond 
and Free And when. a great company of all 
ſorts were met ihere, whether he did n3t tell 
them, That the Wine was all of a ſort, and 

the 
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the Aleat was all of a ſort, and he that 
could receive it,let him ?) Where the great waſte 
that was made, and the rude behaviour of his 
mixt multitude of gueſts, was ſcandalous to 
ſober People, I believe not forgotten by divers 
to this very day. And Thirdly, his infipid 
writings,ſtuffc with a great deal of envy,little 
ſenſe, and leſs proof of his Aſſertions'; as wit- 
neſs his two late bits of Paper, given away by 
bimat our Mecting-houſes doors, one publiſh- 
ed in 1694. Entituled, @ few words cf great 
Concernineut, and direQed to fourteen by 
name; and in general, to 4/1 the reſtof our Mi- 
mſiers, The other this preſent Year 16g5. 
Entituled, 4 Few words of Pomeut, to be 
imparted to this wearlp %Seeting of the 
People called Z:nakers 1n Loudon, &c. 
Yet delivered by him to any that would take 
them, let them be Quakers or no. Which 
how certain aud true Teſtinontes they are, Tam 
now enquiting into, and when [ have faid 
what I have to ſay concerning them at preſent, 
He that can receive them let him, 

His firſt Paper ſaith, Your Miniſtry or Minj- 
ſftration is at anend, and muſt more and more de- 
creaſe and dmwinale, and for ever be cxtintt : From 
whence I obſerve, he knows not which of them 
it isthat is atan end, &c. whether iniſtry or 
Mi1ſtration; for it ſeems bothare not, or elſe 
he might have uſed the word and inſtead of 
the word 02. Secondly, Which ſoever of 
the two it be that js at an end, it muſt Rl! de- 


treaſe and awindle, which ſhews he is got to 
ab the 
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the end of ſenſe, and perfeUy nonſenſical ; 
for 1 think, according to my poor Capacity of 
underſtanding, that what is ak an en, ji: paſt 
decreaſing or dwindling either. Thirdly, He 
lumps all our Miniſters by Wholeſale; for *ris 
not only the Fourteen, but a/! the reſt of our 
Mzni/ters alſo, whom this word of untruth in- 
cludes; and that, as It is more than he kno ws 
or can proye by the Fourteen named, ſo is 
more than is poſſible for him to know by all 
the reſt, many of whom he cannot pretend to 
any knowledge of at all, much leſs can have 
any thing to object againſt them, either ' as to 
Converſation or Doctrine. ' But Chriſt's Minj- 
fters (he tells us) and bis Miniſtration are to in- 
creaſe.and flouriſh ; but in Crotchers ſays [ in 
the appointed ſeaſon ] wherefore upon the whole 
it appears to me, that theſe Word: of great 
Concernmert, rroceeds not from The word of 
Truth, bit from the Crotchets of a Whimſical 
img: nation, whoſe Life lies in quarreling, 
thongh be knows not why, nor cai give any 
ſenulle :ccount wherefore. But it mult be eq 
the gledding, refreſhing and comforting the H. arts 
of the Upright, Sincere and Single-hearted : 
Now if he be one of them, it ſeems ſtrange 
that The Word of Trath he ſpeaks of, if it ever 
ſpake by him, ſhould never fend him in time 
of Perſecution, to the ſaving of him now and 
then 201. which he might have been in proba- 
bility of loſing, for his Poor Inſignificant ſays. 
But perhaps the Conſtables and Informers had 
20t an Exr tohtar, and fo he would not /erthem 
- hear 
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hear him : Neither might they haye received 
his ( ſo called) rertair and rrue Teſtimory, and 
ſo he would not ler them receiveitt. However it 
was, it hap*ned very well for him, for by that 
means he ſaved his Pocket. 

Well, ſince that Paper in 1694. did not 
quite blow up the Quakers Miniſtry or Mini- 
ſtration, out comes another. in 1695. of as 
Great Moment perhaps as an Oracle from Del- 
phos, delivered from the Infallible Trips, and 
uttered with ſuch Zeal, that if this do not 
ſtop their Mouths , he may e*ne conclude, 
that they are palt his mending ; for if this will 
not do it, I dare engage nothing that F. P. 
can write ever will. He begins with two Quo» 
tations of Their great Apoſtle and Projhet (as he 
calls him ) George Fox, to manifeſt to them 
that they ought to be ſilent, viz. AZ you. that 
ſpeak, and not from the Mouth of the Lord, are 
Falſe Prophets ; Weſtmorland Pete. p. 5. 1653. 
They are Conjurers and Diviners; ard their preach- 
ing is from Conjuration, that 1 not ſpoken from the 
Mouth of the Lord; G. F*s Sauls Errand, &c. 
P- 7. 1654. Now to fſhew he isa Man of uſe 
and application, he drives the Nail home, 
and ſays, If this be true, then are you ( who are 
of his Party, and Preachers among the Quakers ) 
guilty both before God and Men, of being Falſe 
Prophets, Conjurers, Diviners ; and your preaches 
ing from Car juration, whereby you deceive and be= 
ws:ch the People. A high Charge I will aſſure 
you; but if any ſhould Query, how hecligches 
this Nail, and what proof he brings to _ 

goo 
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good this Indiftment ? I anſwer, Fohn Penny- 
ma hath ſaid itz he from his vain bonſting and 
{clf-exalted Spirtt, 14-10 teſt ifie ts them, vit. That 
they do net preach from the Mouth of the Lord, 
4 they pretend. And hey from the vain Imagi- 
nations of his Own proad, - deceived and deceitful 
Heart, 1s 10 warn them, That they preſume not to 
Preach any more in the Name of the Lord, til 
they come into deep Humility, &c. Therefore 
to ſilence them, FJ. FP, hath ſent forth his Bull, 
and: forbids them z- ( but be he never ſo curſt, 
one 200d turns, he hath but ſhort Horns ). 
And if this be not « certain and true Teſtimony, 
and proof enough too to fatisfie the Reader, 
that they are gzilry of this Charge, both before 
God and Men, he may ©ne go ſeek for proof 
elſewhere, though F. P. ( no doubt ) would 
have him think it enough : But if he ſhould 
chance to inſiſt upon more, he may look it 
where he can findit;-for F. P. will afford him 
no-more: Nor indeed is it reaſonable to ex- 
pect any more un ſuch a ſcrap of Paper ; and 
ſince F. P. 1s at To- much Charge and Pains as 
to Print them, and come to our Meeting-houſe 
Doors to give them away, han*t he done e- 
nough ? Ay, and too much too, (1 think ) 
and-therefore for thistime pray put it up, and 
be thankful. Bur wherefore his Confederate 
F. B. ſhonld Print this Paſſage of G. F*s I can- 
not conceive ; for if it be true, 2s. F.-P. ſeems 
to grant, what will hecome of F. B*s Paſtor, 
and his ,Brethrea of the Clergy, who do not 
| fomnuch as pretend to ſpeak from-the Month of 
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tbe Lord by immediate Inſpiration ? And iif F.F. 


do not grant it, they may chance to 'weakerr 
their Cauſe by differing among themſelves. 
Moreover, if that Man may be ſaid to be of a 
Party wich another, who agrees with him in 
his Sentiments, then thus far is J»P. of Party 
with G. F. by granting theſe Quotations, and 
not only -he, but all Speakers or preachers that 
are of Party with him therein, or inthe Work 
he thereby promotes; and ſo let them take 
tboſe Quotations, and ). P*s (Lonclufions, and 
make tne Application themſelves, and the uſe 
he makes of it to00, viz. Not to preſume to 
Preach, ( and I may add, or write either ) till 
the Work he- mentions is wrought in them, 
viz. Ty be come into deep Humility, and out of 
their Vain bo-ſting, and Self-exalted Spirit they 
are 4t preſent found in. | | 
Now after all the preceding ObjeQions a- 
gainſt 7. P. I ſincerely declare, that the good 
Character | have heard concerning him as to 
his vupright Dealing between Man and Man in 
Way of Commerce, and ſome other Points of 
Morality, for which 1 have heard him Com: 
mended,- hath often raiſed a Pity in me te- 
wards him, and a deſire he might not Joſe the 
Reward of them, by his defe& in reſpe@ to 
Chriſtianity, the Chiefeſt Point whereof is
